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DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE 


The  act  of  Congress,  approved  May  15,  1862,  created  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  (USDA).  USDA  works  to  improve  and  maintain  farm  income  and  to 
develop  and  expand  markets  abroad  for  agricultural  products.  It  helps  to 
curb  and  to  cure  poverty,  hunger,  and  malnutrition.  The  Department,  through 
inspection  and  grading  services,  safeguards  and  assures  standards  of  quality 
in  the  daily  food  supply. 

AGRICULTURAL  MARKETING  SERVICE 


The  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  (AMS)  was  originally  established  on 
May  16,  1913,  as  the  Office  of  Markets  and  reorganized  on  June  17,  1981. 

AMS  administers  standardization,  grading,  inspection,  procurement,  market 
news,  marketing  order,  regulatory,  and  related  programs. 

STANDARDIZATION,  INSPECTION,  GRADING,  and  PROCUREMENT 

Under  the  Egg  Products  Inspection  Act,  AMS  provides  mandatory  inspection 
in  all  plants  processing  liquid,  dried,  or  frozen  egg  products,  and  also 
controls  the  disposition  of  restricted  shell  eggs. 

U.S.  grade  standards  for  food  and  farm  products  are  developed  to  help 
buyers  and  sellers  trade  on  agreed-to  specifications.  U.S.  grade  stand¬ 
ards  have  been  established  for  more  than  300  major  agricultural  products. 
Grading  and  inspection  services  are  provided  to  certify  the  grade  and 
quality  of  products.  Grading  services  are  voluntary,  provided  on  request, 
and  for  a  fee. 

Under  section  32  of  Public  Law  320,  August  24,  1935,  as  amended  (7  U.S.C. 
612c),  30  percent  of  customs  receipts  collected  during  each  calendar  year 
are  automatically  appropriated  for  expanding  outlets  for  nonbasic  com¬ 
modities.  An  amount  equal  to  30  percent  of  receipts  collected  on  fishery 
products  is  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Commerce  to  encourage  the 
distribution  of  such  products.  Most  of  the  funds  are  transferred  to  the 
Food  and  Nutrition  Service  and  are  dedicated  to  commodity  distribution 
activities  under  section  6  of  the  National  School  Lunch  Act  and  other 
authorities  specified  in  the  child  nutrition  appropriation. 

MARKET  NEWS 


This  service  provides  current,  unbiased  information  to  producers,  proc¬ 
essors,  distributors,  and  others  to  assist  them  in  the  orderly  marketing 
and  distribution  of  farm  commodities.  Information  is  collected  and  dis¬ 
seminated  on  supplies,  demands,  prices,  movement,  location,  quality,  and 
condition  of  farm  products  in  specific  markets  and  marketing  areas. 
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REGULATORY  PROGRAMS

AMS  administers  several  regulatory  programs  designed  collectively  to 
protect  producers,  handlers,  and  consumers  of  agricultural  commodities 
from  financial  loss  or  personal  injury  resulting  from  careless,  decep¬ 
tive,  or  fraudulent  marketing  practices.  Other  AMS  regulatory  programs 
encourage  fair  trading  practices  in  the  marketing  of  fruits  and 
vegetables  (Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act,  46  Stat.  531; 

7  U.S.C.  499a-499s);  and  protect  farmers'  rights  to  organize  cooperatives 
(Agricultural  Fair  Practices  Act,  82  Stat.  93;  7  U.S.C.  2301-2306). 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE 
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MARKET  RESEARCH  AND  DEVELOPMENT  DIVISION 


On  July  29,  1977,  the  Administrator  for  Federal  Procurement  Policy  in 
the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  approved  the  Executive  Branch  Plan 
for  a  Government-wide  Food  Quality  Assurance  Program  (GFQAP)  for  food 
procured  by  Federal  agencies.  The  need  for  this  Program  had  been  iden¬ 
tified  by  the  Commission  on  Government  Procurement  in  1972  because  of  the 
complexity  of  Federal  food  specifications,  their  tendency  to  limit 
competition  and  increase  processing  and  distribution  costs,  and  the 
fragmentation  that  existed  because  responsibility  for  administering 
inspection  requirements  was  located  in  several  agencies. 

On  July  1 8 ,  1979,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  assigned  to  the  Food 
Safety  and  Quality  Service  (FSQS)  responsibility  for  this  Program.  The 
Administrator  of  FSQS,  in  turn,  assigned  the  Food  Quality  Assurance 
Division  (FQAD)  the  responsibility  to  manage  this  GFQAP.  FQAD  became 
fully  operational  on  October  1,  1979.  On  June  17,  1981,  this  Program  and 
FQAD  were  reassigned  to  AMS.  All  agencies  of  the  Department  will  adhere 
to  the  policies  and  procedures  established  by  AMS  regarding  food  quality 
assurance  and  development,  use,  and  revision  of  Federal  food  product 
descriptions.  On  October  1,  1983,  the  GFQAP  was  reassigned  to  the  Market 
Research  and  Development  Division  (MRD). 

The  mission  of  the  GFQAP  is  to  manage  and  approve  Federal  product 
descriptions  for  food  items  and  to  establish  quality  assurance  policies 
and  procedures  applicable  to  the  procurement  of  food  by  Federal  agencies 
using  appropriated  funds.

DAIRY  DIVISION 


The  Dairy  Division  (DA)  administers  and  directs  programs  for  marketing 
services,  marketing  agreements  and  orders,  market  news,  grading  and 
standardization,  expansion  of  market  outlets,  and  related  programs  for 
milk  and  dairy  products. 

FRUIT  AND  VEGETABLE  DIVISION 


The  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  (FV)  conducts  grading  and  standard¬ 
ization  programs  for  fresh  and  processed  fruits  and  vegetables,  edible 
tree  nuts,  peanuts,  raisins,  and  miscellaneous  related  products.  The 

FV  also  administers  the  commodity  procurement  program  in  which  fresh 
and  processed  fruits  and  vegetables,  corn  syrup,  and  dry  beans  are 
obtained  for  distribution  and  use  in  child  nutrition  and  other  domestic 
0  feeding  programs,  and  the  division  administers  diversion  programs. 
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LIVESTOCK  DIVISION

The  Livestock  Division  (LS)  administers  and  directs  grading, 
certification,  and  standardization  activities  for  meat  and  meat  products. 

The  staff  also  conducts  diversion,  purchase,  and  export  programs  for  meat 
products.  The  nationwide  grading  and  certification  program  involves  the 
official  grading  of  meat  according  to  Federal  standards  upon  requests  of 
users.  Users  reimburse  the  Agency  for  this  service.  The  LS  also  examines 
and  certifies  meat  products  for  compliance  with  both  Federal  and 
non-Federal  specifications  for  large-scale  purchasers,  including  Federal, 
State,  and  local  government  units,  as  well  as  commercial  and  private 
users.  The  standardization  program  involves  the  development, 
establishment,  and  revision  of  U.S.  standards  for  classes  and  grades  of 
meat  and  the  development  and  revision  of  purchase  specifications  for  meat 
products.  The  purchasing  activity  involves  all  aspects  of  the  contracting 
function  including  issuing  purchase  announcements  and  invitations, 
receiving  offers,  and  executing  and  servicing  contracts.  The  program 
normally  involves  weekly  purchases  of  as  many  as  three  or  four  different 
meat  products  over  a  6  to  8  month  period.  The  LS  conducts  regular  reviews 
of  all  programs  to  evaluate  program  effectiveness  and  efficiency,  and  to 
monitor  potential  problem  areas. 

POULTRY  DIVISION 


The  Poultry  Division  (PY)  administers  and  directs  programs  for  the  man¬ 
datory  continuous  inspection  of  egg  products  and  the  surveillance  inspec¬ 
tion  of  shell  egg  handlers  and  hatcheries;  voluntary  inspection  and 
grading  of  egg  products,  shell  eggs,  poultry,  rabbits,  and  related 
products ;  stipulation  of  standards  for  poultry,  shell  eggs,  egg  products, 
and  related  products;  and  purchase  and  diversion  programs  for  poultry  and 
egg  products. 

Other  division  responsibilities  include  maintaining  and  developing  rela¬ 
tionships  with  the  States,  trade  organizations,  and  related  groups  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  policy  and  program  recommendations;  and  recom¬ 
mending  withdrawal  of  service  actions.

The  Agricultural  Research  Service  (ARS)  was  established  in  1953  and  reorga¬ 
nized  on  June  17,  1981.  ARS  has  responsiblity  to  develop,  through  basic, 
applied,  and  developmental  research,  new  knowledge  and  technology  which  will 
insure  an  abundance  of  high  quality,  nutritious,  reasonably  priced  food  and 
other  agricultural  products  to  meet  domestic  and  world  needs,  while 
maintaining  natural  resources  and  environmental  quality.

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AGRICULTURAL  STABILIZATION  AND  CONSERVATION  SERVICE 


The  Agricultural  Stabilization  and  Conservation  Service  (A SCS)  was  estab¬ 
lished  on  June  5,  1961,  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  ASCS  is  the 
agency  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  that  administers  specified 
commodity  and  related  land  use  programs  designed  for  voluntary  production 
adjustment,  resource  protection  and  price,  market,  and  farm  income 
stabilization. 

ASCS,  together  with  the  Food  and  Nutrition  Service  (FNS)  and  AMS,  is 
involved  in  all  stages  of  planning,  purchasing,  allocating,  and  distrib¬ 
uting  commodities  to  appropriate  outlets.  ASCS  contracts  under  price 
support  authorities  to  purchase  commodities  such  as  grain,  dairy,  cereal, 
peanut  products,  and  oil  products  for  use  in  the  Food  Distribution  Program 
(FDP) .  Overall  authority  to  administer  the  FDP  lies  with  FNS.  Through  the 
seven  FNS  Regional  Offices,  FNS  provides  commodities  to  the  State  distrib¬ 
uting  agencies  and  through  them  to  all  eligible  recipient  agencies  and 
outlets  in  the  United  States.  ASCS  also  makes  dairy  products  in  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation  (CCC)  storage  available  for  domestic  distribution. 

AMS  contracts  to  purchase  surplus  and  other  commodities  such  as  meat, 
poultry,  fruits,  and  vegetables. 

KANSAS  CITY  COMMODITY  OFFICE 


This  office  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  has  specific  responsibilities  for 
the  acquisition,  handling,  storage,  and  disposal  of  commodities  and  prod¬ 
ucts  held  by  CCC.

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FEDERAL  GRAIN  INSPECTION  SERVICE 


The  Federal  Grain  Inspection  Service  (FGIS)  was  established  in  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  on  November  20,  1976.  The  primary  task  of  the 
agency  is  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  U.S.  Grain  Standards  Act, 
including  changes  made  by  Congress  in  1976,  1977,  1980,  and  1981  to  ensure 
integrity  in  the  inspection,  weighing,  and  handling  of  American  grain. 

When  FGIS  was  established,  the  responsibility  of  rice  and  commodity  inspec¬ 
tions  and  standards  under  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Act  of  19^6  was  also 
given  to  FGIS.  Under  this  Act,  FGIS  performs  inspections  for  rice,  pulses, 
hay,  straw,  hops,  and  processed  grain  products  upon  request.  These  inspec¬ 
tions  are  performed  by  FGIS  employees,  State  cooperators,  or  contract 
licensees. 

Official  U.S.  standards  exist  for  corn,  rye,  oats,  barley,  flaxseed,  grain, 
sorghum,  soybeans,  triticale,  and  mixed  grains  under  the  U.S.  Grain 
Standards  Act  and  rice,  beans,  peas,  lentils,  and  hay  under  the  Agricultural 
Marketing  Act  of  19^6.  Establishing  standards  and  revising  them,  when 
needed,  is  the  responsibility  of  standardization  officials  in  Grandview, 
Missouri.

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FOOD  AND  NUTRITION  SERVICE 


FNS  was  established  on  August  8,  1969,  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture, 
under  authority  of  5  U.S.C.  301  and  Reorganization  Plan  2  of  1953.  FNS  is 
the  agency  of  the  Department  that  administers  the  programs  to  make  food 
assistance  available  to  people  who  need  it.  These  programs  are  operated 
in  cooperation  with  States  and  with  local  governments. 

FNS  administers  several  programs  designed  to  improve  the  nutrition  of 
children,  particularly  those  who  come  from  low-income  families.  Principal 
of  these  is  the  National  School  Lunch  Program  which  provides  financial 
assistance  to  public  and  nonprofit  private  schools,  of  high  school  grade  and 
under,  in  operating  nonprofit  school  lunch  programs.  These  funds  are  pro¬ 
vided  to  the  schools  with  special  emphasis  on  extending  the  Program  to  make 
meals  available  to  all  children,  and  to  serve  meals  free  or  at  reduced 
prices  to  children  of  needy  families. 

The  School  Breakfast  Program  provides  cash  assistance  to  State  educational 
agencies  to  help  schools  in  operating  nonprofit  breakfast  programs  meeting 
established  nutritional  standards.  It  is  especially  important  in  improving 
the  diets  of  needy  children  who  may  receive  breakfast  free  or  at  reduced 
prices. 

The  Summer  Food  Service  Program  for  Children  helps  to  get  nutritious  meals 
to  needy  preschool  and  school-aged  children  in  recreation  centers,  summer 
camps,  or  during  vacations  in  areas  operating  under  a  continuous  school 
calendar.  Through  grants-in-aid  and  other  means,  States  can  initiate, 
maintain,  and  expand  nonprofit  food  service  programs  for  children  in  serv¬ 
ice  institutions.  Any  nonresident ial  public  or  private  nonprofit  institu¬ 
tion  or  residential  public  or  private  nonprofit  summer  camp  is  eligible  if 
it  develops  a  summer  food  service  program  for  children  from  low-income 
areas.  All  meals  are  served  free. 

The  Child  Care  Food  Program  is  a  companion  activity  that  helps  to  get 
nutritious  meals  to  preschool  and  school-aged  children  in  child  care  facil¬ 
ities.  Through  grants-in-aid,  States  can  initiate,  maintain,  or  expand 
nonprofit  food  service  programs  for  children  in  institutions  providing  child 
care.  Any  licensed  public  or  private  nonprofit  institution  providing  non- 
residential  day  care  services  may  be  eligible.  Such  institutions  include 
day  care  centers,  settlement  houses,  recreation  centers,  family  day  care 
programs,  Head  Start  centers,  and  institutions  providing  day  care  services 
for  handicapped  children. 

The  Special  Milk  Program  for  Children  is  designed  to  help  child  nutrition 
by  paying  a  share  of  the  cost  of  increased  servings  of  fluid  milk  made  to 
children. 


The  Special  Supplemental  Food  Program  for  Women,  Infants,  and  Children — the 
WIC  Program — provides  specified  nutritious  food  supplements  to  pregnant  and 
nursing  women  up  to  6  months  postpartum,  and  to  children  up  to  5  years  of 
age.  Participants  are  determined  by  competent  professionals  (physicians, 
nutritionists,  nurses,  and  other  health  officials)  to  be  health  risks 
because  of  inadequate  nutrition  and  low  income.  Cash  grants  are  made 
available  to  participating  State  health  departments  or  comparable  State 
agencies,  or  recognized  Indian  tribes,  bands,  or  groups.  The  State  agencies 
distribute  funds  to  the  local  agencies,  and  the  funds  are  used  to  provide 
foods  for  WIC  recipients  and  to  pay  specified  administrative  and  clinical 
costs. 

The  Commodity  Supplemental  Food  Program  donates  foods  to  local  health 
centers  or  other  local  storage  and  distribution  places  near  the  health 
centers.  Orders  for  extra  foods  are  filled  at  these  locations  when  doctors 
find  that  new  mothers,  mothers-to-be,  babies,  and  young  children  need  extra 
food  in  their  diets  and  authorize  food  orders  for  them. 

The  Kansas  City  Commodity  Office,  a  component  of  ASCS,  arranges  for  and 
monitors  the  transportation  of  food  across  the  nation  and  maintains  a  com¬ 
munication  network  with  the  vendors  and  the  States  concerning  the  delivery 
and  shipment  of  donated  foods. 

FOOD  DISTRIBUTION  DIVISION 


Foods  purchased  by  the  Department  are  made  available  principally  to 
children  in  school  lunch  and  breakfast  programs,  in  summer  camps  and  child 
care  centers;  to  eligible  women,  infants,  and  children  through  local 
health  centers;  and  to  the  nutrition  program  for  the  elderly.  Overall 
authority  to  administer  the  FDP  lies  with  the  Food  Distribution  Division 
of  FNS.  Through  the  seven  FNS  Regional  Offices  (FNSRO’s),  FNS  provides 
commodities  to  the  State  distributing  agencies  and  through  them  to  all 
eligible  recipient  agencies  and  outlets  in  the  United  States,  including 
eligible  schools  and  institutions.  The  FNSRO’s  monitor  all  aspects  of  the 
FDP  including  regulatory  compliance,  food  ordering,  allocation,  shipping, 
distribution,  and  entitlement  for  State  agencies. 

NUTRITION  AND  TECHNICAL  SERVICES  DIVISION 


The  Nutrition  Technical  Services  Division  provides  technical  assistance  to 
meet  nutritional  requirements  for  FNS  programs,  provides  assistance  in 
the  further  processing  of  food  items,  and  provides  nutritional  education.

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FOOD  SAFETY  AND  INSPECTION  SERVICE 


The  Food  Safety  and  Inspection  Service  (FSIS)  was  established  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  June  17,  1981.  It  was  created  to  provide 
assurance  to  the  consumer  that  foods  under  its  jurisdiction  are  safe, 
wholesome,  and  nutritious,  and  that  they  are  informatively  and  honestly 
labeled. 

Federal  inspection  is  provided  for  all  meat,  poultry,  and  related  products 
processed  by  plants  shipping  in  interstate  and  foreign  commerce  as  mandated 
by  law.  The  work  includes  inspection  of  poultry  and  animals  at  the  time  of 
slaughter  and  of  processed  products  during  various  stages  of  production  and 
handling  to  assure  wholesomeness  of  products  and  truthfulness  in  labeling. 
Plant  facilities  and  equipment  are  checked  for  adherence  to  Federal  sanita¬ 
tion  standards. 

MEAT  AND  POULTRY  INSPECTION  OPERATIONS 


The  Meat  and  Poultry  Inspection  Operations  (MPIO)  carries  out  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Federal  Meat  Inspection  Act  and  Poultry  Products  Inspection 
Act  to  ( 1 )  inspect  the  slaughter  of  certain  domestic  livestock  and  poultry 
and  the  processing  of  meat  and  poultry  products,  and  (2)  assure  that  meat 
and  poultry  products  distributed  to  consumers  are  safe,  wholesome,  of  good 
quality,  not  adulterated,  and  honestly  and  informatively  labeled. 

The  MPIO  Program  is  responsible  for  applying  uniform  standards  for  sanita¬ 
tion,  inspection  procedures,  and  product  labeling  at  all  establishments 
under  Federal  inspection.  It  is  also  responsible  for  assessing  the 
effectiveness  of  State  inspection  programs  to  assure  that  States  apply 
standards  to  meat  and  poultry  under  their  jurisdiction  that  are  at  least 
equal  to  those  under  the  Federal  Meat  Inspection  Act  and  the  Poultry 
Products  Inspection  Act.  Further,  the  Program  is  responsible  for 
reviewing  foreign  inspection  systems  and  plants  that  export  meat  and 
poultry  to  the  United  States. 

SCIENCE 


The  function  of  Science  is  to  provide  scientific  guidance  and  support  for 
FSIS  programs;  develop  and  operate  a  Food-Borne  Hazard  Reporting  System; 
identify,  recommend,  and  coordinate  the  establishment  and  conduct  of 
appropriate  research  projects;  operate  the  FSIS  Regulatory  Field  Service 
Laboratories ;  maintain  liaison  with  national  and  international 
laboratories;  conduct  a  program,  intramurally  or  through  contract (s),  of 
scientific  data  collection  and  review;  coordinate  the  establishment  of 
agency  nutritional  policies;  and  approve  the  use  of  food  additives  in  meat 
and  poultry  products. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  COMMERCE

The  Department  of  Commerce  was  established  on  March  4,  1913.  It  encourages, 
serves,  and  promotes  the  Nation’s  economic  development  and  technological 
advancement . 

NATIONAL  OCEANIC  AND  ATMOSPHERIC  ADMINISTRATION 


The  National  Oceanic  and  Atmospheric  Administration  (NOAA)  conducts  an 
integrated  program  of  management,  research,  and  services  related  to  the 
protection  and  rational  use  of  living  marine  resources,  and  protects  marine 
mammals.  NOAA  also  administers  and  directs  the  National  Sea  Grant  program 
by  providing  grants  to  institutions  for  marine  research,  education,  and 
advisory  services;  develops  a  system  of  data  buoys  for  automatically 
obtaining  and  disseminating  marine  environmental  data;  and  promotes  the 
development  of  technology  to  meet  future  needs  of  the  marine  community. 

NATIONAL  MARINE  FISHERIES  SERVICE 


To  help  the  fishery  industry  maintain  the  quality  of  its  products,  the 
National  Marine  Fisheries  Service  (NMFS)  provides  inspection  programs  to 
meet  various  needs.  The  Service  is  a  part  of  the  NOAA,  an  agency  of  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Commerce.  It  offers  official  and  impartial  inspection 
and  research  services  for  all  processed  fishery  products — fresh,  frozen, 
canned,  and  cured. 

Federal  inspectors  check  the  plants,  procedures,  and  products  of  firms 
which  use  and  pay  for  these  services.  The  inspectors  issue  a  certificate 
stating  the  quality,  quantity,  and  condition  of  the  product. 

Fishery  product  inspection  is  designed  to  increase  consumer  confidence  in 
products  which  bear  inspection  marks  and  grade  shields.  Inspection  offers 
many  commercial,  technical,  and  marketing  advantages  to  the  participating 
industry.

DEPARTMENT  OF  DEFENSE 


The  Department  of  Defense  (DOD)  is  the  successor  agency  to  the  National 
Military  Establishment  created  by  the  National  Security  Act  of  1947.  It  is 
responsible  to  provide  the  military  forces  needed  to  deter  war  and  protect 
the  security  of  our  country.  The  master  elements  of  these  forces  are  the 
Air  Force,  Army,  Navy,  and  Marine  Corps  consisting  of  about  two  million  men 
and  women  on  active  duty.  In  addition,  there  are  about  one  million  civilian 
employees. 

DEFENSE  LOGISTICS  AGENCY 


Established  pursuant  to  authority  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Defense,  the 
Defense  Logistics  Agency  (DLA)  is  an  agency  of  DOD  under  the  direction, 
authority,  and  control  of  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  Defense  (Manpower, 
Reserve  Affairs  and  Logistics)  and  subject  to  DOD  policies,  directives,  and 
instructions. 

The  mission  of  DLA  is  to  provide  effective  and  economical  support  to  the 
military  services,  other  DOD  components,  Federal  civil  agencies,  foreign 
governments,  and  others  as  authorized,  for  assigned  materiel  commodities  and 
items  of  supply,  logistics  services  directly  associated  with  the  supply 
management  function,  contract  administration  services,  and  other  support 
services  as  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  Defense. 

DEFENSE  PERSONNEL  SUPPORT  CENTER 


Within  DLA,  the  Defense  Personnel  Support  Center  (DPSC)  is  a  supply  center 
responsible  for  materiel  management  of  assigned  commodities  and  items  of 
supply  relating  to  food,  clothing,  textiles,  medical,  chemical,  petroleum, 
industrial,  construction,  electronics,  and  general  items  of  supply. 

OFFICE  OF  THE  COMMANDER,  SUBSISTENCE  FIELD  ACTIVITIES  AND  DIRECTOR, 
SUBSISTENCE 


The  Office  of  Commander,  Subsistence  Field  Activities  and  Director, 
Subsistence  is  responsible  for  the  acquisition  and  logistics  management 
of  the  food  required  to  support  America’s  Armed  Forces,  their  dependents, 
and  numerous  others  served  by  various  Federal  programs. 

CONTRACTING  AND  PRODUCTION  DIVISION 


This  division  is  responsible  to  procure  perishable  and  nonperishable 
food  items  for  military  use  in  troop  issue  and  resale. 

TECHNICAL  AND  QUALITY  ASSURANCE  DIVISION 


This  division  consists  of  the  Quality  Assurance;  Technical  Services;  and 
Cataloging,  Standardization  and  Technical  Data  Branches.  It  is  the 
responsibility  of  these  branches  to  assure  the  quality  of  food  purchased 
and  to  provide  technical  assistance. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  DEFENSE 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  AIR  FORCE 


The  Department  of  the  Air  Force  is  responsible  to  provide  an  Air  Force 
that  is  capable,  in  conjunction  with  the  other  Armed  Forces,  of  preserving 
the  peace  and  security  of  the  United  States. 

AIR  FORCE  ENGINEERING  AND  SERVICES  CENTER 


The  Air  Force  Engineering  and  Services  Center  provides  specialized  engi¬ 
neering  and  services,  technical  assistance,  and  operating  support  to  Air 
Force  bases  and  organizations.  This  includes  food,  laundry,  dry  cleaning, 
and  linen  exchange  services;  regional  civil  engineering;  and  the  highly 
specialized,  interdisciplinary  civil  engineering  functions. 

DIRECTORATE  OF  HOUSING  AND  SERVICES 


The  Directorate  of  Housing  and  Services  provides  research,  development, 
and  support  to  Air  Force  bases  and  organizations.  This  includes  food, 
laundry,  dry  cleaning,  and  linen  exchange  services. 
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DEPARTMENT  OP  THE  AIR  FORCE 
AIR  FORCE  ENGINEERING  AND  SERVICES  CENTER 
DIRECTORATE  OP  HOUSING  AND  SERVICES 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  ARMY 


U.S.  ARMY  HEALTH  SERVICES  COMMAND 


The  Commanding  General,  U.S.  Army  Health  Services  Command,  performs  health 
services  for  the  Army  within  the  United  States  and,  as  directed,  for  other 
governmental  agencies  and  activities.  He  is  further  responsible  for  the 
development  of  medical  doctrine,  concepts,  organizations,  materiel  require 
ments,  and  systems  in  support  of  the  Army. 

U.S.  ARMY  MATERIEL  DEVELOPMENT  AND  READINESS  COMMAND 


The  Commanding  General,  U.S.  Army  Materiel  Development  and  Readiness 
Command,  develops  and  provides  materiel  and  related  services  to  the  Army, 
to  Army  elements  of  unified  commands  and  specified  commands,  and  to  other 
United  States  and  foreign  agencies  as  directed.  His  principal  functions 
include  research;  development;  product,  production,  and  maintenance  engi¬ 
neering;  testing  and  evaluation  of  materiel;  production  and  procurement 
of  materiel;  inventory  management;  and  storage  and  distribution,  mainte¬ 
nance,  transportation,  and  disposal  of  materiel. 

U.S.  ARMY  NATICK  RESEARCH  AND  DEVELOPMENT  CENTER 


The  U.S.  Army  Natick  Research  and  Development  Center  (NRDC)  is  concerned 
with  problems  that  occur  in  the  course  of  sustaining  and  protecting  mili 
tary  personnel  engaged  in  combat  activities.  One  program  objective  that 
guides  the  Management  and  the  Technical  Staffs  is  to  develop  foods ,  food 
services,  and  feeding  systems  that  interface  with  military  tactics  and 
logistics. 

DIRECTORATE  FOR  ENGINEERING  PROGRAMS  MANAGEMENT 


The  management  responsibilities  of  the  Directorate  for  Engineering 
Programs  Management  (DEPM)  include  the  engineering  program  areas  of 
standardization,  quality  assurance,  testing,  value  engineering, 
product  improvement,  production  base  support,  integrated  logistics 
support,  and  requirement  definition.  The  DEPM  plans,  directs, 
coordinates,  and  executes  NRDC  responsibility  in  these  areas. 

DOCUMENT  PREPARATION  DIVISION 


The  Document  Preparation  Division  is  responsible  for  matters 
pertaining  to  preparation,  coordination,  resolution  of  comments, 
approval  of  military  specifications,  handbooks,  engineering  prac¬ 
tices  studies,  and  Qualified  Products  Lists. 

FOOD  ENGINEERING  LABORATORY 


The  Food  Engineering  Laboratory  is  responsible  for  scientific  and 
engineering  efforts  to  provide  feeding  systems,  including  rations, 
ration  components,  packaging,  and  food  service  equipment. 
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FOOD  TECHNOLOGY  DIVISION 


The  Food  Technology  Division  is  responsible  for  planning, 
organizing,  coordinating,  and  conducting  research,  development, 
production  engineering,  and  standardization  of  rations,  foods ,  and 
subsistence  packaging  systems  for  the  Armed  Forces.  It  is  respon¬ 
sible  for  technical  adequacy  of  specifications,  standards,  and 
purchase  descriptions  for  food  and  food  packaging. 

U.S.  ARMY  TROOP  SUPPORT  AGENCY 


The  mission  of  the  U.S.  Army  Troop  Support  Agency  entails  staff  manage¬ 
ment  of  the  Army  food  program  which  encompasses  1,100  active  and  4,000 
reserve  component  dining  facilities,  107  troop  issue  subsistence  activi¬ 
ties,  35  baking  plants,  about  48,000  food  service  personnel,  and  over 
$300,000,000  per  year  in  raw  food  expenditures. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  NAVY 


The  primary  mission  of  the  Navy  is  to  protect  the  United  States,  as 
directed  by  the  President  or  the  Secretary  of  Defense,  by  the  effective 
prosecution  of  war  at  sea  including,  with  its  Marine  Corps  component,  the 
seizure  or  defense  of  advanced  naval  bases;  to  support,  as  required,  the 
forces  of  all  military  departments  of  the  United  States;  and  to  maintain 
freedom  of  the  seas. 

NAVY  FOOD  SERVICE  SYSTEMS  OFFICE 


The  mission  of  the  Navy  Food  Service  Systems  Office  is  to  administer  Navy 
food  service  programs  which  include: 

1 .  Technical  direction  and  financial  control  of  Navy  enlisted  dining 
facilities. 

2.  Administration  and  technical  guidance  for  Navy  enlisted  dining 
facilities  worldwide. 

U.S.  MARINE  CORPS 


The  primary  mission  assigned  to  the  Marine  Corps  is  to  provide  Fleet 
Marine  Forces  of  combined  arms,  together  with  supporting  air  components 
for  service  with  the  Fleet,  for  deployment  in  the  seizure  or  defense  of 
advanced  naval  bases  and  for  the  conduct  of  such  land  operations  as  may  be 
essential  to  the  prosecution  of  a  naval  campaign.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  SERVICE 


The  Public  Health  Service  has  its  origin  in  an  act  of  July  16,  1798 
(ch.  77,  1  Stat.  605),  authorizing  marine  hospitals  for  the  care  of  American 
merchant  seamen.  Subsequent  legislation  has  vastly  broadened  the  scope  of 
its  activities.  These  activities  include  health  services  for  the  American 
Indians  and  Alaska  Natives  and  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration  (FDA). 

ALCOHOL,  DRUG  ABUSE,  AND  MENTAL  HEALTH  ADMINISTRATION 

The  mission  of  the  Alcohol,  Drug  Abuse,  and  Mental  Health  Administration  is 
to  provide  leadership  in  the  Federal  effort  to  reduce,  and  eliminate  where 
possible,  health  problems  caused  to  the  people  of  the  United  States  by  the 
abuse  of  alcohol  and  drugs,  and  to  improve  the  mental  health  of  the  United 
States  generally. 

FOOD  AND  DRUG  ADMINISTRATION 


The  name  "Food  and  Drug  Administration"  was  first  provided  by  the 
Agriculture  Appropriation  Act  of  1931,  approved  May  27,  1930 
(46  Stat.  392),  although  similar  law  enforcement  functions  had  been  in 
existence  under  different  organizational  titles  since  January  1,  1907, 
when  the  Food  and  Drug  Act  of  1906  (34  Stat.  768;  21  U.S.C.  1-15)  became 
effective. 

The  FDA's  activities  are  directed  toward  protecting  the  health  of  the 
Nation  against  impure  and  unsafe  foods,  drugs  and  cosmetics,  and  other 
potential  hazards. 

CENTER  FOR  FOOD  SAFETY  AND  APPLIED  NUTRITION 


The  Center  for  Food  Safety  and  Applied  Nutrition  conducts  research  and 
develops  standards  on  the  composition,  quality,  nutrition,  and  safety  of 
foods,  food  additives,  colors,  and  cosmetics;  conducts  research  designed 
to  improve  the  detection,  prevention,  and  control  of  contamination  that 
may  be  responsible  for  illness  or  injury  conveyed  by  foods,  colors,  and 
cosmetics;  coordinates  and  evaluates  FDA's  surveillance  and  compliance 
programs  relating  to  foods ,  color,  and  cosmetics;  reviews  industry 
petitions  and  develops  regulations  for  food  standards  to  permit  the  safe 
use  of  color  additives  and  food  additives;  collects  and  interprets  data 
on  nutrition,  food  additives,  and  environmental  factors  affecting  the 
total  chemical  result  posed  by  food  additives;  and  maintains  a  nutri¬ 
tional  data  bank.

The  Indian  Health  Service  operates  a  program  of  comprehensive  health 
services  for  eligible  American  Indians  and  Alaska  Natives;  provides 
hospital  and  medical  care  services  and  preventive  and  rehabilitative 
health  services;  develops  innovative  health  services  delivery  systems; 
conducts  tuberculosis  and  other  communicable  disease  control  activities; 
promotes  self-determination  of  Indian  people  through  community  develop¬ 
ment  and  participation  in  program  operation  and  administration; 
encourages  and  assists  in  the  development  of  water  supply  and  waste 
disposal  systems;  and  provides  training  for  health  personnel. 

NATIONAL  INSTITUTES  OF  HEALTH 


The  mission  of  the  National  Institutes  of  Health  (NIH)  is  to  improve  the 
health  of  the  American  people.  To  carry  out  this  mission,  NIH  conducts 
and  supports  biomedical  research  into  the  causes,  prevention,  and  cure  of 
diseases;  supports  research  training  and  the  development  of  research 
resources;  and  makes  use  of  modern  methods  to  communicate  biomedical 
information.

The  General  Services  Administration  (GSA)  was  established  on  July  1,  1949. 
GSA  is  the  civilian  management  activity  for  all  Federal  specifications, 
interim  Federal  specifications,  and  Commercial  Item  Descriptions  within  the 
Federal  Government  except  for  food  product  descriptions  in  Federal  Supply 
Group  89-Food.  Responsibility  for  management  of  this  FSG  was  delegated  to 
USDA  on  September  25,  1979. 

FEDERAL  SUPPLY  AND  SERVICES 


The  Federal  Supply  and  Services  (FSS)  is  responsible  for  operating  a 
government-wide  service  and  supply  system.  FSS  provides  procurement  support 
to  Federal  agencies  on  a  worldwide  basis.  Approximately  $2.8  billion  worth 
of  supplies,  materials,  and  services  are  procured  yearly.  Within  FSS's 
Office  of  Procurement,  the  Commodity  Management  Division  (FCM)  is  respon¬ 
sible  for  printing,  indexing,  and  distribution  of  food  product  descriptions 
in  FSG  89-Food.

0MB.

OFPP  was  established  to  improve  the  economy,  efficiency,  and  effectiveness 
of  the  procurement  processes  by  providing  overall  direction  of  procurement 
policies,  regulations,  procedures,  and  forms.  The  establishment  of  OFPP 
implemented  the  first  recommendation  made  by  the  Commission  on  Government 
Procurement  in  its  report  to  Congress  in  December  1972.  OFPP  has  oversight 
responsibility  for  the  GFQAP.

The  Veterans  Administration  (VA)  was  established  as  an  independent  agency 
under  the  President  by  Executive  Order  5398  of  July  21,  1930.  A  thorough 
system  of  benefits  for  veterans  and  dependents  is  administered  by  VA. 

The  Department  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  provides  hospital,  nursing  home  and 
domiciliary  care,  and  outpatient  medical  and  dental  care  to  eligible  veterans 
of  military  service  in  the  Armed  Forces.  It  operates  172  hospitals,  16 
domiciliaries,  226  clinics,  and  100  nursing  home  units  in  193  cities  in  the 
United  States,  the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico,  and  the  Republic  of  the 
Philippines,  and  provides  for  similar  care  under  VA  auspices  in  non-VA 
hospitals  and  community  nursing  homes,  and  for  visits  by  veterans  to  non-VA 
physicians  and  dentists  for  outpatient  treatment.  The  Department  also 
supports  veterans  under  care  in  hospitals,  nursing  homes,  and  domiciliaries 
operated  by  30  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia.

The  VA  Office  of  Procurement  and  Supply,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Director  for  Procurement  and  Supply,  administers  the  agency’s  acqusition 
and  supply  programs.  The  Office  of  Procurement  and  Supply  is  responsible 
for  the  formulation  of  plans,  policies,  and  procedures  for  the  acquisition, 
distribution,  use,  and  disposal  of  personal  property  and  nonpersonal 
services.

USER  AGENCIES 


User  Agency  Definition:  For  the  purposes  of  the  GFQAP,  a  user  agency  is 
defined  as  a  government  agency  or  any  unit  of  a  government  agency  having  major 
responsibility  for  administering  programs  which  involve  food  services  (meals) 
or  the  distribution  of  food  packages  to  groups  or  individual  consumers.  Such 
agencies  identify  the  characteristics  of  the  foods  needed  to  meet  established 
nutritional  goals  or  requirements.  In  addition,  these  agencies  provide  feed¬ 
back  with  regard  to  food  procured  by  the  Federal  Government  using  appropriated 
funds .

Federal  Food  Assistance  Programs 

FNS  is  defined  as  a  user  agency,  since  this  agency  has  major  responsi¬ 
bility  for  establishing  policies  and  procedures  and  managing  at  the 
Federal  level  food  service  programs  operated  under  the  Child  Nutrition 
Programs.  In  addition,  FNS  administers  the  FDP  which  provides  foods  to 
schools,  charitable  institutions,  nutrition  programs  for  the  elderly, 
summer  camps,  disaster  relief  agencies,  needy  family  programs,  some 
Indian  agencies,  and  the  Commodity  Supplemental  Food  Program.  This  last 
Program  provides  food  packages  to  pregnant  and  postpartum  women,  and 
infants  and  children  up  to  age  6  determined  to  be  at  nutritional  risk. 

Foods  procured  with  federally  appropriated  dollars  by  USDA  are  used  in 
the  several  food  assistance  programs  administered  by  FNS.  The  purpose 
of  the  food  assistance  programs  is  to  improve  the  nutritional  status  of 
the  Nation’s  children  and  low  income  adults. 

Foods  used  in  the  Program  are  generally  acquired  under  price  support  and 
surplus-removal  legislation,  and  donated  to  local  program  outlets 
through  cooperating  State  agencies.  The  volume  and  variety  of  donated 
foods  purchased  under  this  legislation  may  fluctuate  in  relation  to 
agricultural  marketing  conditions.  However,  the  Department  does  have 
special  purchasing  authority  to  acquire  foods  for  certain  feeding  pro¬ 
grams  which  by  law  must  receive  a  minimum  level  of  food  assistance. 

Six  separate  child  nutrition  programs  are  administered  by  FNS,  namely, 
the  National  School  Lunch  Program,  School  Breakfast  Program,  Child  Care 
Food  Program,  Summer  Food  Service  Program  for  Children,  Special  Milk 
Program,  and  Food  Service  Equipment  Assistance  Program.  Although  they 
are  separate  programs,  they  share  a  common  goal  to  safeguard  the  health 
and  well-being  of  the  nation’s  children. 

Foods  procured  by  USDA  are  distributed  to  eligible  outlets  participating 
in  four  of  these  Programs.  A  brief  description  of  each  of  the  Programs 
follows: 

The  National  School  Lunch  Program  helps  provide  nutritious  lunches  to 
the  Nation’s  school  children.  All  public  and  nonprofit  private  schools 
of  high  school  grades  and  under  and  public  and  licensed,  nonprofit, 
private  residential  child  care  institutions  may  participate  in  the 
Program.  To  receive  Federal  aid,  schools  and  institutions  must: 

a.  Operate  the  lunch  program  on  a  nonprofit  basis  for  all 
children; 
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b.  Serve  nutritious  lunches  according  to  the  requirements 
established  by  USDA; 

c.  Provide  lunches  free  and  at  a  reduced  price  to  children 
who  qualify  for  such  lunches,  based  on  USDA  income 
poverty  guidelines;  and 

d.  Ensure  that  children  receiving  meals  free  or  at  a 
reduced  price  are  not  overtly  identified. 

The  School  Breakfast  Program  offers  children  a  nutritious  breakfast  of 
foods  which  are  easily  prepared  at  school.  The  Program  started  as  a 
pilot  project  aimed  at  schools  with  large  numbers  of  needy  children  or 
students  who  traveled  long  distances  to  school.  It  is  especially  impor¬ 
tant  in  improving  the  diet  of  many  children  who,  through  no  fault  of 
their  own,  come  to  school  without  eating  breakfast.  Studies  have 
repeatedly  shown  the  direct  correlation  between  good  nutrition  and  good 
performance  in  school.  Today,  the  Program  is  available  to  all  public 
and  nonprofit  private  schools  of  high  school  grades  and  under  and  to 
public  and  licensed,  nonprofit,  private  residential  child  care  institu¬ 
tions.  Children  who  are  eligible  receive  breakfast  free  or  at  a  reduced 
price  under  the  same  guidelines  used  in  the  National  School  Lunch 
Program. 

Schools  and  institutions  are  reimbursed  based  on  the  number  of  lunches 
served  and  whether  they  are  paid,  free,  or  reduced  price.  In  addition 
to  cash  assistance,  schools  receive  technical  assistance,  USDA -donated 
foods,  and  funds  for  nutrition  education. 

The  Child  Care  Program  provides  nutritional  benefits  similar  to  those  of 
the  school  food  programs  and  operates  year-round  in  nonresidential 
institutions,  such  as  day  care  centers,  Head  Start  centers,  and  family 
day  care  homes.  Attending  children  receive  nutritious  breakfasts, 
lunches,  suppers,  and  snacks.  Assistance  in  the  form  of  cash  reimburse¬ 
ment  and  food  donations  are  tied  to  the  volume  of  meals  and  the  relative 
need  of  children  served.  Funds  for  food  service  equipment  are  available 
to  institutions  lacking  adequate  food  service  facilities. 

The  Summer  Food  Service  Program  for  Children  spans  the  gap  in  the  school 
food  programs  by  providing  meals  to  children  during  extended  school 
vacation  periods.  It  operates  during  the  summer  or  during  any  school 
vacation  of  more  than  3  weeks  for  schools  with  a  continuous  school  year 
calendar.  Any  public  or  nonprofit  private,  nonresidential  institution 
may  sponsor  the  Program  in  areas  where  at  least  one-third  of  the 
children  are  eligible  for  free  or  reduced-price  school  meals.  Camps  may 
also  sponsor  the  Program  and  receive  reimbursement  for  meals  served  to 
economically  needy  children.  All  meals  are  served  without  charge  to 
eligible  children. 
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These  Programs  are  authorized  by  the  National  School  Lunch  Act  of  1946 
and  the  Child  Nutrition  Act  of  1966.  The  Programs  are  designed  to  help 
all  children  but  focus  particularly  on  children  from  low  income 
families.  In  most  instances,  State  educational  agencies  administer  the 
Programs.  The  Federal  Government  provides  cash  and  food  assistance  to 
the  States  for  those  schools  and  child  care  institutions  which  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  individual  Programs. 

At  the  local  level,  these  Programs  may  be  operated  by  public  school 
districts,  nonprofit  private  schools,  and  sponsoring  agencies,  such  as 
public  and  nonprofit  private  day  care  centers,  settlement  houses, 
hospitals,  orphanages,  and  the  like.  Local  level  schools  and  institu¬ 
tions  employ  several  food  service  delivery  systems  in  the  day-to-day 
operation  of  providing  nutritious  meals  to  children  participating  in  the 
Child  Nutrition  Programs.

Another 
plan  for  food  use  is  in  the  Meal,  Combat,  Individual. 

Department  of  the  Navy 

The  Department  of  the  Navy  user  activities  use  commercial  and  specialized 
food  for  the  following  purposes: 

a.  Dining  facilities, 

b.  Flight  rations  and  box  lunches, 

c.  Overseas  and  afloat  use,  and 

d.  Submarines  and  ships. 

U.S.  Marine  Corps 


The  U.S.  Marine  Corps  user  activities  use  food  for  the  following  purposes: 

a.  General  troop  feeding, 

b.  Special  feeding  purposes  (therapeutic  and  indigenous 
feeding  programs), 

c.  ”BM  rations  and  authorized  reserved  stockage  programs,  and 

d.  Food  to  be  used  in  complete  food  packages.
